In reviewing the request for reconsideration, it appears to the examiner that Nakayama may disclose obtaining and/or 
determining whether the obtained data is normal or abnormal so as to exclude the obtained data that is abnormal data. 
In embodiment 1 Nakayama discusses operations of the synchronization circuit and discusses how this interacts with a 
(not shown) AID converter and a CPU. In column 11, lines 19-37, Nakayama discusses how the measured data is 
used to determine the abnormal state and if abnormal the data is collected again. 
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
